Hi gang: 
This has been a great thread for one who has used endfeds halves 
and fulls and 3-halves for many years. Tnx to those who posted 


several WEB sites and to Wes W7ZOI for his test report! 


One item has been overlooked though, and it is an imnportant 


consideration -- when in a motel room or elsewhere with public 
access. It is the danger posed to the counterpoise by interlopers 
of various sorts -- a wire on the ground near the boundary of the 


next campsite is a temptation to wandering kids. 


Motel rooms. Dayton 2001. They put me on the second floor at the 
edge of the pool. So, the 100ft wire (fullwave on 30m -- roughly) 
went 30ft NE to the first dinky tree, then 70-ft about @ 350-deg 
across the driveway to the far dinky tree. Just reached the tuner 
on the table. As usual, the counterpoise went down the wall behind 
the table, ran along the length of the wall, about 2-ft away from 
it, stuffed under a leg or two to keep it there. 


Sat. I let the cleaning crew come in. Now this counterpoise 
consisted of 7-£t of one side of a zipcord, with insulation 
partially removed and shiny copper showing, terminating ina 

4-in section of twinlead, to which was connected 12-ft of insul. 
#18 stranded -- black insulation so not so obvious, except that the 
rug was a creamy color. Good contrast. Now, I was working some nice 
DX on 30m with this setup. 


When I came back Sat. after fleamarket, all but about 4-ft of the 
CP was gone, and what was left was shredded at the end. That's 
where the "vacuum" in the subject comes in. The motel's vacuum 
cleaner had sucked in and chewed up all the stranded PLUS the 

4-in piece of twinlead and some of the zip! Next year, I have to 
check on the type of vacuum they use -- it must be one mean variety 
of vacuum cleaner! I can't imagine (a) the cleaner not noticing the 
variety of wire on the floor and (b) the horrendous noise that must 
have been generated as it sucked the CP in! How could it have kept 
running with all that wire wrapped around the brush? 


Oh well, this is not as technical as the other posts, but next year 
I'm taping the CP to the baseboard the whole way!!! 


Incidentally, as Wes demonstrated and others noted, the major value 
of the CP is to provide a current return path. I never get any 
hand-capacitance effects that are noticeable -- but always without 
the CP. And without the CP, it is often very difficult to obtain 

a decent match.

Ed, 


I just finished reading the Digest and your comments on Measuring "MOJO" 
and "Antenna Copper Depletion". I am not so sure that your comments are 
just Theoretical. My thought to solve the problem and go for Near 
Maximum MOJO, is to make a Full Wave (Or Bigger) loop using a 400 Foot 
Length or MA BELL's Favorite #6 Solid Copper Ground Wire, Suspended by at 
least 16 - 3" Ceramic Egg Insulators and Black Dacron 3/16" or 1/4" Rope 
In a wooded back yard, or with suitable Artificial Substitutes. 
Preferrably at least about 40 Foot High. I recommend the Starting Size of 
said loop to be about 300 Feet Circular. The other 100 feet of wire will 
then bee threaded with about 50 more egg insulators to construct the 50 
Foot Feed Line to the Johnson Matchbox (KW Version Preferred), But Junior 
will Work (300 Watt). Use what you have in a pinch. Z-Match, Em-Tech 
ZM-1, Etc. 


I would recommend 1 Roll of #416 Tinned Copper Lashing Wire To secure the 
Eggs on the Feeder line. The Top Feeder Insulator will also require an 
additional Dacron Support Rope. I recommend buying the 1000 Foot Roll of 
Dacron Rope. (Minimum) You can never have enough. Also if your supports 
are taller, you will need more rope. :%} 


Note: DO NOT CUT THE WIRE ! Don't Even NICK IT. You may need to Machine 
Brass or Silver Adapter Connectors To Adapt the #6 Down to Fit your 
Antenna Connector or Terminal. Check The Electrical Connector Department 
at Home Depot, Etc. Solid Copper Buss Connectors are Nice addition to your 
ATU. 


For those Without Connections to Former MA Bell/WE Units. You may 
Substitute Stranded #10 or #12 Electrical Wire. 500/1000 FT Rolls are 
Available at Reasonable Cost. Also 1/2 inch PVC Pipe would make a Suitable 
substitute for the Feeder Spacers, (About 3" Pieces). I would however try 
to find good Ceramic Insulators for the LOOP. The Loop must Pass Freely 
thru the Holes in the Support Insulators. (Floating Insulators). If you 
find the BIG OLD 6" Ceramic Bar Insulators, all the better. 


This May not be the True Ultimate MOJO Loop, But I will give a Moneyback 
Guarantee on it being a Real Preformer. 


One Day, I may Try the real Ultimate, 1" COPPER WATER PIPE at 50 Foot, 
with # 6 Feeders. New meaning to "Heavy Metal" :? 


Also if you have the Room just Start with a 1000 Ft of #410 Stranded Solid 
Copper. 


There are at least five people that I know who will attest to similar 
Designs.

I have used the Auto Tail Lamp in series with my Regular Automotive 
Battery Charger for years with Gel Cells. Works Fine. I also have a neat 
little Motorcycle Battery Charger with a 1 amp current limiting device 
built into it. Like a Thermal Switch or Circuit Breaker. Really neat, I 
found it is rather like having a Pulse Charger. I charged some Stubborn 
old Nicads with it as well. 


Now to the REAL REASON FOR THIS POST. EVERY BATTERY should have a FUSE in 
at least one Lead. Preferably AT THE TERMINAL. There are a few Battery 
Type out there that Can be Literal BOMBS if the Terminals are Short 
Circuited. A GATES D Size Cell can Output something like 100 AMPS for a 
short period. It is basically a Gell Cell, but has a unique Case/electrode 
design. Real Good Battery, but must be used wisely. 


A Blown Battery, Like a Blown Electrolytic, is not a pretty sight. 


BE SAFE, Add a FUSE, We don't want to lose a single QRPer.

Exploring my new responsibilities at a recently acquired QTH, I 
examined the propane detection & warning system set up for the 
furnace and hot water heater. The former owner had a deep cycle 
lead acid battery charger plugged into the house current and a 
automotive sized lead acid battery in parallel. Also in parallel 
were the two propane detectors showing no signs of life (no green 
lights). I checked the voltage across the battery and was 
surprised to read -13 volts. Apparently, the charger was 
connected in reverse. So I reversed the polarity on the detectors 
and, shazzam, the detectors came alive. Problem solved? Lead acid 
battery is most likely symmetrical physically and can hold a

charge in either direction. Right? Anyway, about an hour went by 
and both detectors started signaling that the battery voltage was 
low. Checked it again and now it was about -10 volts. These two 
little detectors are drawing down the system very quickly. The 
QTH is only 2 years old and the battery and charger look new. I'm 
about to replace both detectors with the self contained kind that 
are backed up by built in NiCD and chargers. Could the lead acid 
battery have been destroyed by the reverse charge? 


I may not be able to respond until Monday.

You're lucky you caught the shark, from what I've seen recently on TV, 
it's not so good the other way around! 


Perhaps you can see that portable operation is not as easy as everybody 
makes it sound. First off, you really can't depend on what you hear 
from the receiver. Portable OPERATION involves transmitting too! 


Receivers, any receivers, are notoriously insensitive to the antenna 
they are using, and they have far more gain than really required. I can 
turn on almost any receiver I own, with no antenna connected, and hear 
some signals! W1AW is not a good choice for testing band because of 
their very big signal and good antennas. They rock in here at S9+ 
almost every night! 


So, transmitting is the answer. Transmitting depends on the antenna. I 
don't know what you were using. You said once a 15 meter vertical. How 
was it fed? Presuming coax, and I know that may be a bad assumption, 
what sort of ground did you have for it? Did you run a few radials? I 
know, you were close to sea level and salt water, but earth is a 
notoriously bad conductor. 


Back when I was living in Holland my house was 20 some feet below sea 
level. I paid the Dutch government a tax to keep the dikes maintained 
and the water level pumped down. I still had to put radials under my 
ground mounted vertical to make it act like an antenna! 


Someone said try the whole system out at home first. I couldn't agree 
more. If you test it out where you can fix it if something's wrong, it 
will likely work! 


As to VHF simplex? How far do you get on simplex at home? How often do 
you find someone on .52 simplex? I would have looked for a repeater on 


the mainland!
